First 
pinching when the plant is 6 inches tall to induce lateral branches. When the lateral branches are 8 
inches high, their tips may be pinched out again to produce more branches. Discontinue pinching 
by July 15th. The very early blooming varieties should not be pinched after July 10th. A well 
pinched or topped plant will grow strong and sturdy needing no staking and bloom abundantly. 


Avoid planting them in a shady location.

Remove about one-third of top growth of 
shrub at planting time if Spring planted, or 
following Spring, if Fall planted, to facilitate 
establishment of plant.

For difficult places under trees and on banks where it is impossible for grass to thrive a class of plants 
designated as “Ground Cover Plants” can be used with good results. These plants are also valuable in 
Evergreen and Shrub plantings, filling up the intervening spaces.
